INDIANAPOLIS, March 20.— All 
recommendations for a six-hour day, 
five-day week, increase in wages and

The total to which the arrears | 
owing the Province now amount} 
suggests that a special effort may | 
have to be made—as is being made | 
in the case of cities and towns— 
to get in the overdue money. Whe- 
ther the present is a favorable 
time to make such effort is another 
matter. Four years of war prices 
have left a good many people un- | 
usually low in funds, the muni- 
cipalities are in need of the ar- 
rears due them and compelled to 
try to collect, while the Dominion 
is calling upon the country for a 
half billion dollars aside from ex- 
penditure on war account.

The Estimates, 


The estimates presented to Par- 
liament provide for the expendi- 
ture during the year of more than 
$400,000,000, which the supple- 
mentary estimates will undoubted- 
ly bring up well to the half billion 
mark. This, aside from expendi- 
ture in connection with the de- 
mobilization of the troops, and 
other items which come under the 
head of war cost. 

Of this total, $85,000,000 are to 
be borrowed, and $351,000,000 col- 
lected in taxes. The population 
of Canada being taken at 8,000,000 
this works out at $45.00 a head, 
which must be collected in some 


year. Obviously the need 
changing the tariff system from a 
protective basis to a revenue-pro- 
ducing basis is urgent. 

Of particular interest to West- 
ern Canada is the fact that only 
$100,000 is ineluded in 
gigantic appropriations for work 
on the Hudson’s Bay Railway. 
This sum is to be spent on the har- 
bor works at Port Nelson, In 
sharp contrast is the item of 


the Welland Canal. The Welland 
Canal so far as Western Canada is 
concerned is useful only as part of 
the summer route for Western 
grain to the Atlantic, As a part 
of the waterway for Western 
wheat to the Atlantie it is only 
used for grain destined for ship 
ment from the United States’ At- 
laritic ports.

present session of parliament, The 
purpose of the War Times Elee- 
tion Act as announced from time 
to time by the government and its 
supporters was to continue in of- 
fice the government that framed 
it, in defiance of the will of the 
majority of the hitherto legally 
qualified voters of the country. It 
was purely an act of usurpation. 
It was based on the principles of 
the franchise law of Prussia as it 
was before the war, and for the 
same purpose—to keep control of 
the economic conditions of the 
country in the hands 
privileged minority. There was a 
difference however, in that the 
Prussian franchise was an evolu- 
tion from entirely unrepresenta- 
tive government, while the Cana- 
dian franchise was a reversal of 
all hitherto accepted principles of 
representative government as est 
tablished in Canada for many de- 
cades and after long periods of 
bitter struggle.

The man who sees his neighbor dis- 
franchised without just cause na- 
turally wonders if his rights are 
any more sacred with the govern- 
ment of Canada. As a matter of 
fact while the War Times Elec- 
tions Act specifically disfranchis- 
ed thousands of Ganadian citizens 
from voting in the general elee- 
tions of 1917 as being ‘‘alien ene- 
mies’’ it also disfranchised other 
thousands of citizens not men- 
tioned for disfranchisement as 
alien enemies. Every naturalized 
citizen whether of neutral or 
allied country had to produce his 
naturalization papers or he eould 
not vote.

ARMY ON RHINE 
AFTER PEACE 


Winston Spencer Churchill Ex- 
plains Necessity of Not Lim- 
iting Service Bill 


London, Mar, 19-——During debate in 
committee of the house of commons 
today on the military service bill, Win 


ston Spencer Churchill, minister of 
war, opposing the amendment limiting 
the operation of the bill to December 
31 1919, instead of April 380, 1920 
emphasized the fact that the British 
regular army had virtually disappear 


ed and that it was necessary to keep 
men whom the bill retained with the 


colors for overseas garrisons, 

Mr, Churchill sald he had every 
hope, however ,that the British for 
eign establishment would be on a yol 
untary basis before the end = of the 
year 


The army of occupation, he added, 
was on a different plan and could not 
depend on voluntary recruiting It 
was impossible, he said, to assert how 
long it would be necessary to have a 
British army on the Khine in order to 
influence Germany's policy by the 
pressure of its presence, but he was 
very g’ad that it had been decided to 
send food to Germany to enable Ger
